Q—Whry do the Britiszh need a 
loant fa 

A—The British exist, by ex- 
porting and importing, Thoir 
money Teaoryese were seriously dce- 
pleted during the war and their 
trade wae cut by 70 per cent. They 
naid they needed financial help to 
restore it to a profitable point 

Q—How much do they need? 

A—Originagliy ther asked for up 
to $6,000,000,000 as a gift. The 
fnal agreemend is for a loan of 


"1$3;700,000,000 ~ at f> per-eent—in= 


terest and it must be repaid in 56 


year. 
LEND-LEASE 

Q—Ies that all they are getting? 

A—No. They are also receiving 
on the same torme a credit of 
about $650,000,000. Thig enables 
Britain to pay in 65 years for re- 
cently shipped lend-leana goods 
and goods delivered after lend 
leace ended; and for quantities of 
American aurplus goods they want 
to buy. It also pays the U.S. for 
our share of installations in Bri- 
tain, and balances certain war- 
time claime the two governments 
held against each “other. This 
$660,000,000 eredit doca. nos re- 
quire approval of congress. 

Q—Would this agreement settle 
Britain’s lond-lease account with 
the United States? 

A—Yes. But the late President 
Roosevelt and President Truman 
havo stated that the United States 
wopld. not seck Dollar-for-Dollar 
repaymem for the war goods we 
supplied them to help smash the 
Axis. About $29,000,000,000 worth 
of Lond-Leaso was supplied Bri- 
tain while phe returned §4,320,- 
000,000 in reverse lond-leaso.
